CB6 panel gives Ikea thumbs-up

A plan to build an Ikea store on 
the Red Hook waterfront moved a 
step closer to city approval 
Thursday night when a Com- 
munity Board 6 committee rec- 
ommended approving the plan. 


The landmarks and land use 
committee voted overwhelmingly 
in favor of welcoming the 
Swedish home furnishings giant. 

For the past several months the 
communities in and around Red 
Hook have has been battling over 
the prospect of the big box store 


occupying the 22-acre former New 
York Shipyard site — roughly be- 
tween Dwight and Columbia 
streets along the Erie Basin. 

The proposal has been tearing at 
the seams of an already socially and 
economically divided community, 
splitting Red Hook into two camps 


— those concerned about bringing 
jobs to the neighborhood and those 
who fear Ikea traffic will destroy 
their quality of life and that better 
uses could be found for the valuable 
waterfront property. 

Ikea has successfully rallied sup- 
port in the Red Hook Houses, two 


public housing projects that ac- 
count for most of the neighbor- 
hood’s population. 

Some of those supporters at- 
tended Thursday’s meeting wear- 
ing yellow “Ikea Great Idea” T- 
shirts and baseball caps.

City officials shocked waterfront activists this week, 
announcing that a nearly half-million-dollar, taxpayer- 
funded plan for the future of Piers 6-12 — completed 
just last month — was “outdated.” 

The study, for which the city Economic Development Cor- 
poration and the Port Authority of New York and New Jersey 


jointly paid a consulting firm 
more than $400,000, was 
originally scheduled for com- 
pletion in January. Last week, 
after months of stonewalling, 
EDC officials acknowledged 
that the study had been com- 
pleted, but said it would not 
release it to the public. 

On Monday, confronted 
with The Brooklyn Papers’ 
exclusive report on their 
agency’s refusal to release 
the pier study — and with a 
Freedom of Information re- 
quest pending — an EDC of- 
ficial said the agency would 
release the analysis, but then 
called it all but worthless. 

“We changed our mind,” 
said EDC Vice President An- 
drew Genn, pressed by a 
Community Board 6 water- 
front committee member to 
explain the discrepancy be- 
tween his statement and The 
Papers’ May 22 article, which 
quoted an EDC spokesman 
as saying the agency would 
not release the study.

The choice to serve 

Junior ROTC is thriving despite war concerns

The Fort Hamilton High School 
cafeteria in Bay Ridge is filled 
with students on a recent school 
day, but instead of baggy jeans and 
mini-skirts, the dress of the day is 
olive drab and brass buttons. 

They stand in straight lines, shoulders 
square, faces serious, feet marching in 
synch. A patch on the right shoulder iden- 
tifies these would-be soldiers as among 
the 150 members of the Tiger Battalion, 
the school’s Junior Reserve Officer Train- 
ing Corps (JROTC) program. 

“This is the first real team I’ve been 
on,” said Mahmoud Salem. “I was nev- 
er that athletic. I’m more active now.” 

Now a senior, Salem joined the 


JROTC as a freshman, attracted by the 
obstacle course and rope bridge on 
which the battalion trains. He has talked 
to two recruiters, one from the Army 
and one from the Air Force, about en- 
listing in ROTC when he goes to col- 
lege, which would prepare him for a job 
as a military officer after graduation. 

“There’s so much stuff I would not 
have known if it weren’t for ROTC,” 
Salem said. 

The “junior” program, designed for 
high schools and partially funded by the 
Department of Defense, stresses team- 
work, citizenship and leadership. But its 
close relationship with the military has 
some Brooklyn parent groups concerned 
now that our country is at war in Iraq. 

“The entire approach of military re- 
cruiting is almost to make it a game. It’s 


not blood and guts and chemical 
weapons and post-traumatic stress disor- 
der and shell shock,” said Jane Friedson, 
a member of Brooklyn Parents for Peace. 

“They’re selling it to people who 
aren’t old enough to ask the right ques- 
tions,” she added. 

Nationwide, 39 percent of high 
school students completing an Army 
JROTC program last year indicated 
that they planned to enlist in either 
ROTC or a branch of the military after 
graduation, according to Paul Kotakis, 
national spokesman for the Army 
JROTC. That percentage rose from 34 
percent the previous year. 

“One of the misconceptions is that 
JROTC exists as a training ground for 
service in the military,” said Kotakis. 
“We’re obviously quite proud of the 


young men and women who complete 
the training and decide to go on to mili- 
tary service, but we’re equally proud of 
those who don’t decide to wear a uni- 
form again.” 

Kotakis said about 50 high schools a 
year add JROTC to their curriculum. 
However, the actual number of students 
involved in the program decreased 
slightly this year, from 272,746 to 
about 267,000. 

At Fort Hamilton High School, stu- 
dents enrolled in the program take two 
JROTC classes. One fulfills a physical 
education requirement; the other is 
Leadership Education Training, which 
incorporates survival skills, first aid and 
lessons on drug and alcohol abuse. 

Recruiters have long been a common

The band drew thousands of fans to 
their concerts with marathon perform- 
ances and long, experimental jams that 
melded every type of music, from blue- 
grass to electronica. 

Some shows drew up to 80,000 fans, 
and for many of them, the band became 
the center of their universe. Much like 
the fans of the Grateful Dead before 
them, fans — known as Phish-heads —

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Ridge vet recalls his service 



Proud to 
march in 
Memorial 
Day parade

Earlier this month, 
when state Sen. Marty 
Golden presented medals 
to a handful of local veter- 
ans at the 69th Street Pier, 
he was there. 

When hundreds gathered to 
support troops stationed in 
Iraq at John Paul Jones Park 
last week, he was there. 

And on Monday, when the 
Kings County Memorial Day 
Parade celebrates its 137th 
year, stepping off at Third Av- 
enue and 79th Street in Bay 
Ridge, Howard Dunn, a deco- 
rated World War U vet, will be 
there, too. 

In fact, since returning to 
Brooklyn from his tour of 
duty in the Atlantic theater of 
operations, where he served in 
the Navy, Dunn has kept close 
to issues of importance to vet- 

“That’s what keeps me 
young,” said Dunn, 77. 
“That’s what I enjoy doing.” 

Dunn and hundreds of oth- 
er veterans will be on hand for 


the Memorial Day Parade, 
which will begin at 1 1 am on 
Monday, May 31. The oldest 
Memorial Day parade in the 
nation to mn continuously, the 
procession runs south to Ma- 
rine Avenue at Fourth Avenue. 

When it ends, supporters 
are expected to gather at John 
Paul Jones Park, on Fourth 
Avenue at 101st Street, where 


they will raise flags and ob- 
serve a 21-gun salute. 

Dunn was stationed on the 
Atlantic Ocean from March 9, 
1944, to April 10, 1946. He 
said that while on a submarine 
chaser, a small convoy that 
guides carrier ships, he moni- 
tored sonar radios to locate 
submarines deep below the 
ocean. He also became an ex- 


pert on deciphering Morse 
Code. 

He said that in his two 
years on the small ship, he 
snagged one German subma- 
rine, somewhere near Cuba, 
around the time Fulgencio 
Batista ceded power to Na- 
tionalist Grau San Martin in 
June 1944. Dunn and fellow 
seaman at the time were put in 


charge of protecting the wa- 
ters near Cuba, which Ger- 
mans had sized up as a critical 
base near American forces. 

On that day, he was navi- 
gating the sub cruiser when 
the sonar indicated a subma- 
rine was within miles. After a 
search, they found it. And 
with a 40- millim eter gun, they 
blasted it out of the water. 

“We couldn’t stick around 
to see for sure if we had got 
it,” said Dunn. “But we saw 
the oil coming up to the top.” 

His expertise in radio 
waves began while a student 
at the Metropolitan Vocational 
High School in Lower Man- 
hattan, which shut its doors 
decades ago. 

When he returned from the 
war, he resumed his studies in 
night school sessions at Bay 
Ridge High School, an all- 
girls school by day. Since the 
1980s, it has been the High 
School of Telecommunication 
Arts and Technology, on 
Fourth Avenue at 67th Street. 

Dunn followed that up with 
jobs that allowed him to tinker 
with electronics, including one 
at the New York Telephone 
Company and another at Veri- 
zon, until he retired in 1986. 

“He is somebody that Mar- 
ty has a very long history 
with,” said John Quaglione, a 
spokesman for state Sen. Mar- 
ty Golden, who added that 
Dunn lives only two blocks 
from the senator’s district of- 


fice on Fifth Avenue at 74th 
Street. 

“He’s always there for us,” 
said Quaglione. 

Quaglione said that each 
February, Dunn drives to Al- 
bany for Lobby Day, where he 
presses legislators on hot-but- 
ton issues affecting veterans 

In 2002, a major cmsade of 
Dunn’s happened after a Ben- 
sonhurst carpet salesman was 
ticketed by the Department of 
Environmental Protection for 
what he later learned was an 
illegally placed American flag. 

Not thinking much of it, the 
salesman, Vito Colucci, plant- 
ed the flag outside of his store 
on 86th Street at Bay 20th 
Street. But DEP agents told 
the Vietnam veteran that he 
had to have a permit before he 
could drill a hole in the 
ground. 

When he refused to pay, 
they gave him a court date. 
But Dunn said that Colucci’s 
case was eventually dropped. 

Since then, he and other 
members of American Legion 
Post No. 791 have continued 
to distribute flags to mer- 
chants along Fifth Avenue. 
Together, they have planted 
hundreds of flagpoles and, just 
like his other work with veter- 
ans, he has no plan to stop. 

“It's important,” he said 
matter of factly, referring to all 
of his activities with veterans. 
“That’s why I do it.”

Unlike owners of 
property, renters in 
Nets arena path are 
at Ratner’s mercy

With homeowners in the path of Bruce 
Ratner’s Atlantic Yards arena, office towers 
and housing project set to accept lucrative 
buyouts, a group of residents who have been 
there the longest — and stand to lose the 
most — are now banding together. 

The more than 200 renters in the swath of Prospect 
Heights where Ratner plans to build the $2.5 billion res- 
idential and commercial development — including a 
professional basketball arena for his New Jersey Nets 
— are fearful that they will be left out in the cold. 

As part of the plan, Ratner, principal owner of For- 
est City Ratner, seeks to either buyout or have the 
state condemn 11 -acres of privately owned land. The 
arena development site encompasses six blocks, pri- 
marily in Prospect Heights, and is bounded by Dean 
Street and Flatbush, Atlantic and Vanderbilt avenues. 

In January, property owners, business owners and 
tenants in the area banded together to hire civil liber- 
ties attorney Norman Siegel after learning about Rat- 
ner’s plans to purchase the New Jersey Nets and bring 
them to Prospect Heights. 


When the nearly 100 residents piled into the Dean 
Street studio of Simon Liu — who stretches canvases 
for museums throughout the world in his 10,000- 
square-foot studio — to interview Siegel, the attorney 
warned that Ratner would try to “divide and conquer.” 

Many shirked the warning and the group forged 
ahead, opting to hire Siegel and form a new coalition, 
called Develop Don’t Destroy-Brooklyn, to fight the 

But this week, tenants said they wound up with the 
short end of the stick. 

While owners of the condo buildings at 636 Pacific 
St. and 24 Sixth Ave. are negotiating deals with Rat- 
ner at rates far above market value, tenants — most of 
whom have been in the neighborhood decades longer 
than the homeowners — say they have been ignored 
by both Ratner and their neighbors. 

"This is my neighborhood. This is my community. 
This is my home,” said David Sheets, a paralegal who 
has lived in the area for 24 years and moved into his 
rental apartment at 479 Dean St. seven years ago. 

That four-story, brick, row house would be razed to 
make way for one of the soaring office towers planned 
for the development. 

Sheets, like many of his neighbors, says he moved 
into the area because it was “fantastically cheap” and 
has lived there for so long that he has a "great deal” 
and moving could mean tripling his cost of living. 

Over the past several years, Sheets, who lives in the 
bottom two floors of the former SRO building, has 
watched as the old Spalding factory and a nearby ware- 
house were converted into luxury condominium lofts. 

The neighbors who bought those apartments within 
the past two years are now about to walk away with 


fat checks in exchange for their apartments and their 
silence, says Sheets, referring to a gag order prohibit- 
ing criticism of the Atlantic Yards plan that is part of 
their deals with Ratner. 

But what about the renters? 

“The horrible fact about tenants is that they receive 
very little,” said Michael Rikon, a partner in Gold- 
stein, Goldstein & Gotlieb, a Manhattan law firm spe- 
cializing in condemnation law. 

Ratner has vowed to fairly compensate property 
owners and relocate displaced renters. But renters 
face much more uncertainty since the state does not 
guarantee any relocation assistance, said Rikon. 

“We’ve become collateral damage,” said Joel 
Towers, an urban designer who has rented at 475 
Dean St. for the past 12 years. 

“When the fight was about eminent domain and 
the people losing their homes, we were all together,” 
said Towers. “And when the fight became about 
money, everyone seemed to say, ‘Well, the tenants 
don’t have any legal rights and that’s their tough 

The former sewing factory is home to many artists 
who also use the space as their studios. Only six of the 
17 units in the co-op are owner occupied; 27 renters 
occupy the other apartments. 

“The tenants have not only been financially sup- 
porting the fight but putting in a lot of time. We have 
raised public awareness and the owners seem to be 
getting large amounts of money,” said Towers, who 
estimates that he has put more than $100,000 into ren- 
ovating the apartment he now shares with his wife and 
19-month old son. 

Towers, who has also helped draft alternative plans 


for the site, said he and his wife don’t think they can 
afford anything else in the area. 

The owners in the building are negotiating with Rat- 
ner, but declined to discuss what those dealings entail. 

Tenants throughout the footprint of the plan are 
now joining together and are planning a special meet- 
ing with Siegel to discuss their options. 

The tenants interviewed for this article all said that 
nobody from Forest City Ratner has contacted them. 

“Every time you hear a politician talk about this, 
they say Bruce Ratner will take care of these people. 
But in fact, there is a whole group of people being left 
out — and that’s the tenants,” said Towers. 

“We’re not going to discuss publicly negotiations 
with any residents,” said Beth Davidson, a spokes- 
woman for Forest City Ratner. “When the time 
comes, as we’ve said, we’ll work with residents to 
find comparable housing.” 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg, a major supporter of 
the arena plan, has touted Ratner as a “class act” who 
will take care of the displaced. 

“This developer had a pretty good reputation when 
he built Metrotech,” Bloomberg said earlier this year. 

Ratner is best known for developing the Metrotech 
office campus that encompasses 10 blocks in Down- 
town Brooklyn. 

A group of artists living in a building tom down to 
make way for the Metrotech site initiated a lawsuit 
against the developer. 

As part of the Metrotech settlement, Ratner reno- 
vated an abandoned school building at Vanderbilt Av- 
enue and Sterling Place and turned the Renaissance 
Revival-style building into luxury lofts. 

Those apartments were offered to displaced artists. 


But only nine of the 22 units went to those artists, and 
the rest were sold at market rate, according to a New 
York Times report from 1989. 

Park Slope attorney Jason Bijur bought a four-sto- 
ry, painted-yellow building at 473 Dean St. just last 
year and says he has been approached by Ratner but 
has not yet made a deal. 

Last week, Bijur, a point guard when he attended 
the private Brooklyn Friends School — as he likes to 
point out — hosted a barbecue for his mostly rent-sta- 
bilized tenants and told them that he didn’t want to 
sell the 16-unit building. 

“I would definitely like to stay and I think the ten- 
ants want to stay,” Bijur told The Brooklyn Papers. 

Included among them is Joe Pastore, 59, who sev- 
eral neighbors describe as “a real Brooklyn character.” 

Each day, Pastore, a retired youth worker, walks the 
blocks of Prospect Heights, chatting with neighbors 
and picking up records and household items that oth- 
ers have cast away. 

Since 1967, Pastore has lived in a small, rent-stabi- 
lized studio apartment along Dean Street between 
Flatbush and Sixth avenues. 

“This is my neighborhood, and it’s a beautiful 
neighborhood,” Pastore told The Papers in January. 

James Maloblocki, a jazz musician, who has been 
living in one of the rent-stabilized studios at 473 Dean 
St. for the past 17 years, says he does not want to lose 
his $600-a-month studio apartment. 

“We’re going to have to hold the politicians to what 
they promised us,” he said. “We keep hearing that 
Bruce Ratner is a good guy, but we haven’t seen any 
evidence of that.” 


Feds: Catucci in mob’s pocket

A review of federal court 
transcripts by the Associated 
Press revealed that a prosecu- 
tor earlier this month publicly 
linked Red Hook container- 
port operator Sabato “Sal” 
Catucci to the Gambino or- 
ganized crime family. 

Catucci, a fixture on the wa- 
terfront for decades, has never 
been charged with a crime. He 
insisted on Wednesday that his 
operation is legitimate. 

Prosecutors “must be halluci- 
nating or be morons,” he told an 
AP reporter Wednesday. “I don’t 
take crap from nobody. ... I’m 
just a fighter. If that makes me a 
mobster, then I’m a mobster.” 
U.S. attorney spokesman 
Robert Nardoza on Wednesday 
declined comment. 


Catucci said he was ques- 
tioned twice by FBI agents in 
connection with a recent tax 
fraud case against a business as- 
sociate, Joseph Perez, and nev- 
er contacted again. 

He described himself as an op- 
ponent of corruption who is in 
good standing with the watchdog 
Waterfront Commission. 

“If I’m a mobster, you think 
I’d have a license with the Wa- 
terfront Commission?” he said. 

But at the May 10 sentencing 
of Perez, Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Paul Weinstein told a judge that 
investigators had evidence estab- 
lishing that Catucci and his broth- 
er Ronald were “Gambino asso- 
ciates who do business primarily 
out of Brooklyn.” 

Weinstein alleged the broth- 
ers were part of a Mafia pact 
giving the Gambino family con-

trol over the Brooklyn waterfront 
and the Genovese family rights 
in New Jersey. A business ven- 
ture they had with Perez “is con- 
sistent with how the two families 
worked out the partnership in 
this business about eight to 10 
years ago,” he said. 

In recent months. Rep. Jerrold 
Nadler, a Democrat representing 
parts of Manhattan and the 
Brooklyn waterfront, has lobbied 
on Catucci’s behalf in a dispute 
with the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey over an ex- 
pired lease on piers in Brooklyn. 

The Port Authority has op- 
posed a 15-year lease extension 
sought by Catucci, whose opera- 
tions employ hundreds of work- 
ers and rank among the largest 
cocoa ports in the country. It has 
offered Catucci a two-year ex- 
tension, saying the city hopes to 


convert at least some of the piers 
into berths for cruise ships. 

Nadler has bi en c lip gning 
publicly and privately for a longer 
extension of Catucci’s lease, argu- 
ing that it would strengthen the 
Brooklyn economy. Preserving 
the shipping operation would also 
bolster the lawmaker’s bid to 
have a $7 billion rail freight tun- 
nel built to connect Brooklyn to 
Staten Island or New Jersey. 

Federal election records show 
Catucci has given $4,000 in the 
latest election cycle to Nadler 
and his political action commit- 
tee. Tabulations of donations dat- 
ing back to 1997 show Catucci, 
his co-workers and relatives — 
including his brother — have 
given Nadler or his political ac- 
tion committee thousands more. 

Contacted by The Brooklyn 
Papers on Thursday, Catucci 


hinted that someone may have 
alerted the Associated Press to 
the presence of Weinstein’s alle- 
gations in the court record, 
prompting their review. 

‘This was done for political 
reasons,” Catucci told The Pa- 
pers. “[The article] states Jerry 
Nadler in the beginning and Jerry 
Nadler in the end. I think they’re 
trying to derail the negotiauons. 
You should check and see how 
much I contributed to the Conser- 
vative Party or the governor, 
which was a hell of a lot more.” 
Election records show Catuc- 
ci gave $30,000 to the state 
Conservative Party and $5,000 
to Pataki, as well as $4,000 to 
Bush-Cheney last year. 

A call to a Waterfront Com- 
mission official was not imme- 
diately returned.

as something of a relief to Red Hook 
residents and merchants at the May 
24 committee meeting, most of them 
were fuming when Genn went on to 
call the study “outdated,” “more food 
for thought than anything else” and 
merely “an education process.” 

The community had been led to be- 
lieve that the study, performed by 
Hamilton Rabinowitz & Alschuler, the 
same consulting firm that prepared a 
master plan for Brooklyn Bridge Park, 
would be used by the city as a blueprint 
for the future of the piers. 

John Alschuler, a principal of the 
firm, held several contentious meetings 
with residents who were largely con- 


cerned with maintaining the piers for 
active maritime uses. The public was 
told that their input at those meetings 
would be taken into consideration by 
the consultants. 

American Stevedoring owner Sabato 
“Sal” Catucci, whose company operates 
a containerport out of all but one of those 
piers, had several heated exchanges with 
Alschuler at those meetings and even 
went so far as to host his own public 
meeting on the city’s plans for the piers. 

Catucci estimates that his company 
lost half its business since the study 
was first announced 17 months ago, 
saying word of the initiative cast doubt 
as to whether American Stevedoring 
had a long-term future on the Brooklyn 


waterfront. The company’s lease on the 
piers expired at the end of April and as 
this went to press the company was ne- 
gotiating with the city for a lease re- 
newal for some of the piers. 

“Do you know how many shipping 
lines have left?” CB6 member Celia 
Cacace asked Genn on Monday. 

Waterfront committee member Matt 
Yates, who is director of operations for 
American Stevedoring, said after the 
meeting, “We’re shocked and appalled 
that a city agency in charge of ports 
would need to waste half a million dol- 
lars on a study that almost closed the 
port, in order to educate themselves. 

“For a fraction of that cost and at no 
harm to the port some of EDC’s staff 
could have attended maritime school,” 
he chided. 

Carolina Salguero, a CB6 waterfront 
committee member who maintains wa- 
terfrontmatters.org — a CB6 Web site 


dedicated to keeping the public in- 
formed on the study — also criticized 
EDC on Monday night. 

“Since we’ve given you all such a re- 
ally terrific education, how about we get 
paid?” Salguero asked Genn derisively. 

“I have not been paid a whiff for wa- 
terffontmatters,” she said, referring to 
the Web site. “John Alschuler, and his 
firm walked off with half a million dol- 
lars. As a taxpayer and an overworked 
citizen, this is not funny,” Salguero said. 

At Monday’s meeting, Genn said the 
EDC had provided a copy of the study 
to the CB6 office. 

Craig Hammerman, district manager 
of CB6, said there had been some con- 
fusion, and that the board received in- 
formation on the cruise ship study, but 
not the pier study. 

Sherman said a copy would be avail- 
able to The Papers by Monday. 

“If they were not going to include 


the community after this long delay, all 
they’ve done is waste time and money,” 
said Evan Thies, a spokesman for City 
Councilman David Yassky, who is 
chairman of the council’s waterfront 
committee. 

Even a Port Authority spokesman 
expressed shock that the city wanted to 
shelve what was intended as a master 
plan for the piers. 

"Our intention is to use this study as 
a planning document as we work with 
the city to determine the future of these 
piers,” Port Authority spokesman Steve 
Coleman told The Papers. 

As to the EDC’s claim that the study 
was outdated, Coleman said, “Most of 
the data was just collected last summer 
and early fall. I can’t believe something 
would be that outdated if it just oc- 
curred a few months ago.”

came to an agreement with the Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey and the city Economic Development Corpo- 
ration on a new three-year lease, sources close to the negotia- 
tions told The Brooklyn Papers. 

The lease is likely for piers 7-10, with American Stevedoring los- 
ing piers 11 and 12 to the city’s efforts to build a cruise ship dock on 
the Brooklyn waterfront. 

“American Stevedoring is also working to have Phoenix [Distribut- 
ing] and Brooklyn Beer incorporated into the master plan,” a source said. 

A spokesman for Brooklyn Brewery could not be reached for 

Negotiations on Piers 7-12 had stalled over American Stevedor- 
ing’s insistence on at least a three-year lease. The city had reportedly 
been offering two. 

But shipping contracts generally run two-and-a-half years, and in 
order to secure business, company officials have said they would 
need a three-year lease. The city was trying to limit the lease term to 
allow for the construction of cruise ship docks on at least one of the 
piers, sources told The Papers. 

A passenger ship terminal is now tentatively planned for Pier 12 
and the city announced this week that it is hoping to use Pier 1 1 as a 
vehicular entrance to the terminal. 

Final negotiations on that pier are expected to conclude next week. 

American Stevedoring operates out of all but one of those piers 
and with their lease expiring last month, the city and Port Authority 
commissioned a study on uses for the piers, saying they wanted to ex- 
amine alternative, and perhaps more lucrative uses. 

Owner Sabato “Sal” Catucci has estimated that the city’s study of 
best uses for piers 6-12 cost the shipping company — the largest im- 
porter of cocoa in the nation — half of its contracts, because it cast 
uncertainty about the company’s future on the piers. 

Port Authority spokesman Steve Coleman said Thursday that ne- 
gotiations with American Stevedoring were ongoing.

One woman wearing an Ikea T-shirt said she was neither paid nor 
promised anything to attend the nearly four-hour meeting at MS 142 
on Henry Street and Second Place. She was “hoping to get a couple 
of jobs out of this,” she said. 

Several committee members grilled E ) t t o l traffic 
mitigation and asked for sound commitments to investment in the com- 
munity. 

While the committee ultimately approved the plan, it offered sev- 
eral conditions including: 

• Ikea should not be allowed to open until all necessary traffic mitiga- 
tions are put into place. 

• Ikea must conduct a study one year after opening to re-examine 
traffic patterns and pay for whatever changes are needed. 

• Within five years Ikea must examine bringing in freight by ship 
instead of trucks. 

• The community board also asked for a firm commitment that 
Ikea fund a job-training program for Red Hook residents. 

The full board will vote on the proposal at its general meeting on 
Wednesday, June 9, 6:30 pm, at the YMCA, 357 Ninth St., in Park 
Slope. 

While the store would bring more cars and trucks to the area, Ikea 
real estate manager Patrick Smith said the store would also create 500 
to 600 part-time and full-time jobs that pay “competitive wages.” 
Smith was among a bevy of Ikea officials at Thursday’s committee 
meeting. 

Red Hook activists opposed to the Ikea plan have been meeting 
with principals of the Baltimore-based Struever Bros. Eccles & 
Rouse (SBER), a development company known for adaptive reuse 
projects. The company has put together a plan for a sprawling, 70- 
acre, retail, residential and commercial development with a marina 
on the shipyard site between Richards and Columbia streets. 

Bill Struever, a principal of the company, says his plan would bring 
upwards of $2.5 billion of investment to the area and 5,000 jobs. 

But that plan was not on the table Thursday night and CB6 Chairman 
Jerry Armer made sure it would not become a topic of conversation, 
saying, “The only proposal we’re going to consider tonight is the Ikea 
proposal. The proposal for Ikea has to stand or fail on its own merits.” 

The company has promised to open up the hiring process to resi- 
dents in Red Hook’s 11231 ZIP code two weeks before any other ap- 
plications are collected, although they say federal law prohibits them 
from promising that any percentage of those jobs is held for neigh- 
borhood residents. 

Ikea has also included a 6.2-acre waterfront esplanade and a 
“green” roof with solar energy panels in their plan. In addition to 
Ikea, the site will include 70,000 square feet of other retail and restau- 

The company plans to build 1,400 parking spaces and will provide 
ferry service to the store from Lower Manhattan. 

Because the area is zoned for heavy manufacturing, Ikea is seeking a 
variance from the city to allow the retail use requiring that it pass 
through the city’s Uniform Land Use Review Procedure, a seven-month 
process that will also include hearings before Borough President Marty 
Markowitz, the City Planning Commission and the City Council. 

State Sen. Velmanette Montgomery, a vocal opponent of the $2.5 
billion Atlantic Yards residential, retail and commercial development In 
Prospect Heights, attended Thursday’s meeting and came out in favor 
of the store, seeming to believe that the only other alternative would be 
housing. 

“I would hate to see our waterfront become the soul purview of 
people in market-rate high rises,” Montgomery said. 

While Ikea has been trying to negotiate a deal for the Red Hook 
site over the past two years, Sunset Park-Red Hook Councilwoman 
Sara Gonzalez remained silent until now. 

This week, Gonzalez issued a press release supporting the project. 

Despite the community board approval, many community mem- 
bers are still fighting the plan. 

Lou Sones, a member of the CB6 land use committee, who is a 
staunch opponent of the Ikea plan, voted against the application. 

“I’m disappointed,” said Sones. “I thought the board showed no 
vision in approving this. ... It appeared to me Ikea answered none of 
the questions about traffic or jobs.”

18,000-square-foot former parking lot from the state three 
years ago and announced plans to build an eight-story luxury 
condominium that would also house a YMCA. 

Plans quickly changed and the YMCA jumped ship, mov- 
ing over to a new building being constructed by developer 
David Walentas at the comer of Court Street and Atlantic Av- 
enue, just a block away. 

While his plans have changed several times over the past 
few years, Boymelgreen is now looking to include a hotel on 
the second, third and fourth floors of the building. 

Boymelgreen floated the hotel idea more than a year ago 
and was met with some opposition from community mem- 
bers who wanted permanent residents who would invest in 
the community as opposed to temporary guests. 

A special community task force has also been meeting with 
the developer and is pushing for a ground-floor food market 
to be included in the plan. 

“Our goal is to put a small food market in that site. We 
need it in Boerum Hill and the community wants it,” said 
Sandy Balboza, who chairs a community task force, which 
was established five years ago by then-Borough President 
Howard Golden. 

The plan also includes 6,000 square feet of retail space 
along Smith Street and Atlantic Avenue in addition to 8,000 
square feet of doctor’s offices on the second floor. 

Best Western was originally named as a potential operator 
for the hotel, but according to Kim, no decision has been made. 

“There’s a lot of interest,” he said. 

Construction has stalled at the site because of problems 
with unexpected boulders found underground, but Kim said 
those problems have been resolved and construction should 
be completed within 14 months. 

Opened in 1998, with 376 rooms, the New York Marriott 
Brooklyn, several blocks north of the Boymelgreen site, is 
among the most successful in the hotel chain and is currently 
undergoing a $53 million expansion to add 280 new rooms. 

“For so long there were no hotel beds in Downtown 
Brooklyn and very [few] in the borough,” said Kenneth 
Adams, president of the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce. 

Adams commended the Marriott for helping put the bor- 
ough “back on the tourism and convention map.” 

“A smaller hotel will also do extremely well,” he said.

NOT JUST NETS 

THE NEW BROOKLYN

Brooklyn Republicans vot- 
ed by a wide margin to sup- 
port development of Bruce 
Ratner’s Adantic Yards bas- 
ketball arena, office towers 
and housing complex this 
week. At the same time many 
raised concerns over the use 
of the state’s power of emi- 
nent domain to condemn pri- 
vate property. 

The May 24 meeting at 
Marine Park Intermediate 
School on Fillmore Avenue 
drew more than 500 members 
of the Kings County Republi- 
can County Committee. 

Nearly 400 of those GOP 
loyalists voted in support of 
the pro-arena resolution, which 
was championed before the 
vote by Bay Ridge state Sen. 
Marty Golden. The vote car- 
ries little influence, but 
nonetheless decides the offi- 
cial stance of Kings County 
Republicans, most of whom 
reside outside of Prospect 
Heights, where the proposed 
21 -acre plan would be built. 

The resolution calls for de- 
velopment of the project, 
which, it states, “would enable 
Brooklynites to view a major 
league sports team without 
having to leave Brooklyn.” It 
also applauds the construction 
of 4,500 residential units and 
four office towers. 

A contrary resolution, 
which received just over 100 
votes, condemns the project 
because, the resolution reads, 


it “would displace countless 
Brooklynites from their 
homes” while raising serious 
traffic and parking issues. 

“Many doors will swing 
right open when it finally be- 
comes reality,” said John 
Quaglione, a spokesman for 
Golden, who cited the positive 
economic impact the senator 
believes the project will bring 
to the area. He acknowledged, 
however, that aside from “more 
cars on the Gowanus [Express- 
way],” the project would have 
little effect on Golden’s 22nd 
Senate District, which runs 
from Bay Ridge to Gerritsen 
Beach in southern Brooklyn. 

Kevin Breslin, a Republican 
district leader whose 52nd As- 
sembly District includes the 
proposed development, said 
that he voted in support of the 
resolution, but nonetheless is 
“deadly opposed to eminent 
domain.” 

He believes, however, that 
residents facing dislocation on 
Dean Street between Flatbush 
and Sixth avenues would be 
fairly compensated by devel- 
oper Bmce Ratner. In recent 
weeks, many condominium 
owners in the Atlantic Art 
Building at 636 Pacific St. 
have been offered up to double 
what they paid for the luxury 
apartments. 

“It’s hard to argue with 


someone who could lose their 
home. But as time goes by 
and they get some sweet of- 
fers, suddenly it doesn’t look 
so bad,” said Breslin. 

Frank Voyticky, district 
leader of the 57th AD for all 
but three years since 1970, 
said that his support for the 
project was drawn from his 
nostalgia for the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, who left the borough 
for Los Angeles after the 1957 
season. Echoing several other 
district leaders who cited fond 
distant memories as their rea- 
son for throwing support to- 
ward the project, he said that a 
professional basketball team 
would be a point of pride for 
Brooklynites. 

Voyticky acknowledged, 
however, that 17 residential 
and commercial towers, the 
tallest of which would rise 620 
feet, were less than desirable 
in the relatively low-rise 
neighborhoods to the east of 
Downtown Brooklyn. 

“Housing of the one- and 
two-family variety are probably 
more desirable than the high- 
rises, but the fact is, in a com- 
munity that’s overpopulated, 
larger apartment buildings may 
be the only way to go,” said 
Voyticky, who lives in Prospect 
Heights. 

“There isn’t any vacant land 
left in our community,” he 


Last June, Voyticky visited 
some of the residents who are 
now being faced with disloca- 
tion. He promised to help 
them if possible, he said, but 
when asked if he had spoken 
to them since last June, he 
said he had not. 

“They didn’t seem too con- 
cerned about whether they 
stayed here or moved some- 
where else,” he recalled. 

The Kings County Democ- 
ratic Committee, in contrast, 
has not taken a collective po- 
sition on the project, nor do its 
committee members vote on 
such resolutions, said Bob 
Liff, a spokesman for the 
Brooklyn Democrats. 

Chaired by Hy Singer, who 
declined to comment, the 
Brooklyn Republicans voted 
on a ballot of 16 separate reso- 
lutions, including one in sup- 
port of the proposed West Side 
Stadium for the New York Jets 
football team. That resolution 
received 68 percent of the vote 
compared to Ratner’s Atlantic 
Yards project, which garnered 
75 percent of the 525 members 
who cast ballots. 

“Obviously we’re very ap- 
preciative of their support,” 
said Joe Deplasco, a Ratner 
spokesman. “We strongly be- 
lieve the Atlantic Yards project 
will create thousands of needed 
jobs for Brooklynites. We’ve 
also put together what we be- 
lieve is an historic housing ini- 
tiative that will attract people 
of diverse incomes throughout 
the borough and the city.” 


City wants Piers 11,12 for cruises

The city has $20 million 
earmarked for a new cruise 
ship terminal in Red Hook 
— now it has to convince 
the public it is feasible. 

While the city and two 
cruise lines — Carnival and 
Norwegian — were initially 
eyeing Pier 7, just south of At- 
lantic Avenue, the city Eco- 
nomic Development Corpora- 
tion confirmed this week that it 


was now focusing its attention 
on Pier 12 , on the Red Hook 
waterfront near Pioneer Street. 

But the city now also wants 
Pier 11 to provide vehicular 
access to the new terminal, 
EDC Vice President Paul 
Januszewski told the Commu- 
nity Board 6 economic and 
waterfront development com- 
mittee on Monday night. 

“We’re trying to get that 
ready for sometime next sum- 
mer,” Januszewski said at the 
meeting, which was held at 


Long Island College Hospital 
on Hicks Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. 

Some committee members 
questioned whether car traffic 
was the best use for what is 
currently a working pier and 
wondered if there was any 
connection to a major ware- 
house-to-residential condo- 
minium renovation planned 
just upland of that pier at 160 
Imlay St. 

The city recently began a 
traffic study to examine what 
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effect the new terminal would 
have on local intersections and 
what improvements would be 
needed. 

Philip Habib, the traffic 
consultant conducting the 
study, said most cruise ships 
carry anywhere from 1,800 to 
3,600 passengers, most of 
whom would come by car. 
The closest mass transit to 
Pier 12, roughly at Pioneer 
Street on the Buttermilk 
Channel, is the B61 bus, a 
couple of blocks away. 

Habib said that fact that 
most vehicles would come 


and go during non-peak hours 
would help mitigate many 
traffic problems. 

But with 1,000 workers on 
many ships, he said there was 
dire need for sidewalk improve- 
ment, many of which he said 
were in “really poof’ condition. 

Last month, the city an- 
nounced a major deal to keep 
the world’s largest cruise lines 
docking here. 

With the Manhattan termi- 
nals operating at capacity, and 
the cruise line industry threaten- 
ing to flee to New Jersey — 
Royal Caribbean now calls the 


Port of Bayonne its New York 
metro home — the new plan 
calls for the creation of four 
modem berths over the next 
four years with the possibility of 
further expansion in 10 years. 

At the heart of the agree- 
ment is a plan to construct a 
pier on Brooklyn’s waterfront. 

Officials of both Carnival 
and Norwegian cruise lines 
agreed to pay at least $200 mil- 
lion in port charges through 
2017, and the city agreed to 
kick in the initial $150 million 
to cover the cost of construc- 
tion and renovations. 


Nader slams arena

Independent presiden- 
tial candidate Ralph Nader 
said Monday that public 
funds should not be used 
to build new facilities for 
the New York Jets and the 
New Jersey Nets. 

“Capitalists should behave 
like capitalists,” Nader said. 
“They should invest their own 
money. They should bid for 
these properties, and if they 
can’t buy them they have to 
go away and find another 
place for their projects.” 

City and state officials have 
announced plans for a $1.4 
billion stadium complex on 



Manhattan’s far West Side that 
would house the Jets and an- 
chor the city’s bid for the 2012 
Olympics. 

In Brooklyn, developer 
Bruce Ratner wants to build a 
Frank Gehry-designed arena 
for the Nets over the Atlantic 
Yards rail yards and adjoining 
blocks. The $2.6 billion proj- 
ect would include 4,500 new 
housing units and more than 2 
million square feet of office 
space. Details of the plan’s fi- 
nancing have not been an- 
nounced but at a recent City 
Council hearing on the arena 
plan, a Ratner official ac- 
knowledged that the plan 
would likely cost taxpayers 
“hundreds of millions.” 

The Jets would spend $800 
million in private funds, with 
the city and state adding $300 
million each for a deck over 
existing rail yards and a re- 
tractable roof. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
has said that both projects 
would be good deals for the 
city, but several City Council 
members and other local 
elected officials oppose them. 

Nader said that presidential 
candidates should take posi- 
tions on local issues like the 
proposed sports facilities. 

“Presidential candidates 
should not be allowed to 
avoid major local issues,” he 
said. “They ride on slogans 
and generalities, and as long 


as they have an ability to ac- 
quire enough information to 
study and absorb on local is- 
sues ... they should not be al- 
lowed by the local communi- 
ties to avoid these issues.” 

Nader said studies have 
shown that sports stadiums 
generate few jobs. 

“These giant entertainment 
complexes, once they are 
built, provide very little eco- 
nomic stimulus compared to 
the alternative investment that 
that same money can go into,” 

The vice president of strate- 
gic planning for the Jets, 
Matthew Higgins, countered 
that the proposed West Side 
stadium “will generate milli ons 
of dollars a year for public 
services like schools and health 
care while creating thousands 
of jobs in the most environ- 
mentally friendly building in 
the nation.” 

Ratner had no comment, 
spokesman Barry Baum said. 

Nader was joined at a Man- 
hattan news conference by 
neighborhood activists op- 
posed to the stadium propos- 
als and by George Zoffinger, 
president of the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Author- 
ity, the current landlord of the 
Jets and the Nets. 

Zoffinger said the Jets 
“went with their hat out to try 
to get the biggest public sub- 
sidy that they could.” 
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ADHD or Bipolar Disorder? 


Q: My 6-year-old son is 
being treated for attention- 
deficit/hyperactivity disor- 
der, but I think the stimu- 
lant drug is making him go 
crazy. He threatens us, cuss- 
es and tears up his room. 
His pediatrician insists on 
keeping him on drugs to 
treat ADHD. I have read 
about bipolar disorder in 
kids and how the symptoms 
look the same as ADHD, but 
his doctor refuses to consid- 
er that. His father has bipo- 
lar disorder. — a mother 

A: One mother of a 14- 
year-old son with both ADHD 
and bipolar disorder recalls he 
“bounced to the moon and 
back multiple times a day” on 
a stimulant. 

Stimulant medication such 
as Ritalin, once it’s fine-tuned 
to the right dose, can help 
some children focus if they 
have a brain-based attention 
disorder. But psychiatrists 


have found that the same 
stimulant can have the oppo- 
site effect on a child who has 
severe mood swings, or early- 
onset bipolar disorder. The 
wrong medication can kick his 
brain into overdrive. 

Several readers whose chil- 
dren have been misdiagnosed 
echo the sentiments of a 
mother: “Find another doctor. 
The fact that his doctor is dis- 
regarding your valid concerns 
is serious. Medication should 
not change who your child is; 
it should only alleviate the 
symptoms.” 

In the controversial arena of 
how to treat mental illness in 
young children, parents say it’s 
important to feel confident as 
one of many give-and-take 
players on a child’s health team. 

“Don’t be afraid to ask your 
pediatrician for backup from a 
child psychiatrist and psychol- 
ogist to work with you to 
make sure the diagnosis is re- 


ally the full picture,” says 
Miriam K. Ehrensaft, PhD, a 
clinical psychologist. “Some- 
times there may be more than 
meets the eye. A child psychi- 
atrist or psychologist may give 
you a better solution.” 

Letters from parents show 
how important it is to be an ad- 
vocate for your child, expect a 
thorough psychological evalua- 
tion to start with, and to monitor 
side effects of any medication. 
Ask your doctor to check in 
with you soon after your child 
starts a new drug, but don't stop 
meds on your own. You’ 11 also 
need to stick to healthy eating 
and sleeping routines. 

“This mother is correct in 
that her child needs to be re- 
evaluated. My daughter had 
been diagnosed at 4 as 
ADHD,” writes a mother. 
“She was treated for ADHD 
three separate times with three 
drugs. Each time she would 
become worse, self-destruc-

five, physically violent and 
verbally abusive.” 

Now the girl takes a low 
dose of a mood stabilizer. 
Mom’s education about med- 
ication and the doctors’ will- 
ingness to work with her over 
the years has paid off: Her 
daughter is an “enjoyable, 
happy 14-year-old angel.” 

It’s common to find other 
disorders, such as ADHD, that 
overlap with bipolar disorder 
and make diagnosis tricky, 
says Demitri Papolos, MD, 
co-author with his wife of 
“The Bipolar Child” (Broad- 
way Books, 2002). (The Web 
site is www.bipolarchild.com.) 
Behavior such as hyperac- 


tivity and distractibility, for ex- 
ample, may look the same in a 
classroom but have different 
causes and call for different 
solutions. 

One mother says her almost 
4-year-old son was observed 
for five minutes, diagnosed 
with ADHD, and given a pre- 
scription for a stimulant. 

“Within 24 hours of taking 
the first dose, he became so agi- 
tated and violent he was tearing 
up our house and attacking his 
brother, my husband and me. 
Since our older child had been 
successfully treated with stimu- 
lant medication for ADHD, we 
knew that this was an atypical 
reaction,” she says. “The best 
decision we made was not to 
return to that doctor.” 

Her son, adopted at birth, 
has been helped with play ther- 
apy, occupational therapy, med- 
ication and special programs in 
school. He has been diagnosed 
with early-onset bipolar disor- 
der, put on a mood stabilizer 
and is now stable. 

A single mother of two chil- 
dren being treated for bipolar 
disorder says: ‘There are just too 
many mental and physical con- 
ditions and symptoms that over- 
lap. It is a difficult job to proper- 
ly diagnose. Sadly too many 
patients are misdiagnosed.” 

Request full psychological 
testing, and ask for a referral 
to a pediatric psychiatrist once 


you have the evaluation re- 
sults, suggests a parent whose 
child started taking ADHD 
medication at age 2-1/2. Now 
8, he has been re-evaluated af- 
ter assaulting students at 
school and is being treated for 
a mood disorder. His parents 
are using behavioral manage- 
ment at home, and counseling 
for other issues.

the study,” the Port Authority 
spokesman said. Tt was always 
our intent to get the information 
to the pubic.” 

Not everyone was dis- 
pleased with the city’s with- 
holding of the pier study. 

A spokesman for Rep. Jer- 
rold Nadler, a staunch propo- 
nent of maintaining the work- 
ing waterfront in Red Hook, 
said, “A lot of the conclusions 
that John Alschuler made 
were wrong and the study 
seemed biased from the begin- 
ning. 

“And the failure to release 
a biased study maybe shows

Olympie-size stamina required for long monologues in Kushner play

(Reed Bimey), accepts his wife’s death with a 
very British stiff upper lip. After an obligatory 
crying jag, he seems ready to go home and go 
on. His daughter, Priscilla (performed by 
Maggie Gyllenhaal of the movies “Secretary” 
and “Mona Lisa Smile”), is a different story. 
Convinced her mother is still alive, she dons a 
burka and wanders the streets of Kabul. 

Thanks to a clever 
revolving platform 
(the set design is by 
James Schuette), the 
play now alternates 
between Priscilla’s 
adventures in Kabul, 
where she 
Khwaja Aziz Mon- 
danabosh (Firdous 
Bamji, who supplies 
some of the genuine- 
ly funny moments of 
the play), an Afghani 
poet who writes in Esperanto; and her father’s 
adventures in the hotel room, where a repre- 
sentative of the British embassy in Islamabad, 
Quango Twistleton (Bill Camp), introduces 
him to the delights of opium. 

Even at this point the characters seldom talk 
to each other. Most of the time they deliver 
monologues (sometimes longer, sometimes 
shorter) while facing the audience. When one 
is finished the other starts. The Englishmen 
seem particularly good at this. They come to 
us straight from Kipling by way of Kushner. 

Gyllenhaal is a little less verbose; her char- 
acter is mostly defined by the loutish slouch 


and foul mouth of the angry post-teen, which 
she has perfected to such a degree she could 
be anyone and everyone. 

But perhaps the substance of “Home- 
body/Kabul” lies elsewhere. Perhaps the most 
important character in this play is Afghanistan 
itself — that long-suffering country with all its 
mystery, cruelty and transcendent beauty. Yet 
even that mighty im- 
age is overshadowed 
by the playwright. 

Kushner, whose 
facility with the Eng- 
lish language (and 
perhaps French and 
languages of the 
Afghani people, both 
of which figure 
prominently in the 
play) is undeniable, 
may imagine himself 
as a latter-day Shake- 
speare. But it’s doubtful that Shakespeare 
would have ever considered inflicting a 53- 
minute monologue on his audiences, or that he 
would write a play that runs for four hours 
(with two intermissions). 

Yet Kushner has crafted lines that do touch 
men’s souls, lines like: ‘This is a country so at 
the heart of the world the world has forgotten 
it.” And one has the impression that if these 
characters were allowed to speak for them- 
selves, they might have more of a story to tell. 
There's a play somewhere in “Home- 
body/Kabul,” if only Kushner would get out 
of the way.

packs up her hats and puts on her coat as the 
desk and the chair she was sitting on recede

The first thing the audience hears is another 
monologue — this time delivered by Dr. Qari 
Shah, who explains in excruciating detail how 
the Homebody has been killed by fundamen- 
talists incensed at the sight of her Western 
garb and portable CD player.

L et me confess: I am not a big fan of Tony 
Kushner. 

I didn’t like “Angels in America.” I 
wasn’t crazy about “Homebody/Kabul” 
when I saw the opening monologue several 
years ago. And I was no more impressed 
when I saw the play at BAM’s Harvey The- 
ater on May 11. 

Let me add, judging by the reactions of 
many in the audience, I may have held a mi- 
nority opinion. During the monologue by 
Linda Emond, the Homebody, people 
laughed at lines like “A party needs festive 
acts,” “The present is always an awful place 
to be,” “I live with the world’s utter indiffer- 
ence” and ‘T read too many books.” 

People also laughed when she took a 
dozen or so Afghan hats out of a shopping 
bag and lined them up pyramid-style on her 
desk. They laughed even more when she put 
one on. It felt to me like someone was hold- 
ing up a cue card I couldn’t see. 

Curiously, the last time I saw that mono- 
logue performed there was very little laughter. 
Perhaps people hadn’t yet learned that it was 
supposed to be funny. 

None of this is to say that Emond’s 53- 
minute monologue is not a tour de force. It is 
brilliantly written and performed with the 
skill (and speed) of a marathon runner. But it 
is also a test of endurance, both for the ac- 
tress and the audience. And it’s probably the 
longest prologue in the history of theater. In 
it, the Homebody’s, revelations of her inner 
and outer life — her loneliness, her intelli- 
gence, her depression — are interspersed 
with personal reflections, as well as long his- 
torical passages from an old guidebook on 
Kabul, Afghanistan, so reminiscent of a col- 
lege lecture that I had to restrain myself from 

But Kushner really establishes the Home- 
body’s character in the first 10 minutes, and 
unless you have a keen interest in Asian histo- 
ry, the next 40 minutes of the monologue are a 
mere gilding of the lily — or beating of a dead 
horse — depending on one’s view of the play. 
Once Emond reaches the finish line, she

Gallery Players ? annual 
Black Boxfest starts June 3

W hen Matt Schicker and Heather 
Curran took over direction of 
the Gallery Players’ Black Box 
New Play Festival last year they made 
a dramatic departure from with the 
past. Instead of focusing on presenting 
new one-act plays, they inaugurated an 
active program of developing plays 
throughout the season, with the festival 
as the culmination of the effort. 

“If you’re trying to provide a struc- 
ture for playwrights to see their work 
. . . you can establish a relationship and 
allow the plays to go through a devel- 
opment process,” Curran told GO 
Brooklyn. “Depending on what play- 
wrights give us, it might be a long or 
short process.” 

This is the first time in the festival’s 
seven-year history that it will present 
one full-length play, “Wedding Al- 
bum,” by Joe Lauinger, for two week- 

“We’re running the full-length play 
for a total of eight performances be- 
cause we wanted to give more people 
the opportunity to see the play because 
of the amount of work the playwright, 
the actors and the directors put into it,” 
said Schicker. 

The play, which recounts a wedding 
day, has 13 characters and seven unique

scenes. Curran, who is directing, says 
that each scene could be done separate- 
ly, so it fits nicely into the Black Box 
format, which before last year was lim- 
ited to one-acts. 

“This is the kind of play I probably 
wouldn’t have sent out to a regular the- 
ater because of the number of actors in- 
volved,” said Lauinger. “I was inspired 
by the Black Box form. They generally 
have six or seven one-act plays in an 
evening. I thought in those terms. So 
what the play really consists of is seven 
one-act plays. They all interconnect to 
make one play.” 

Lauinger, a professor of dramatic lit- 
erature at Sarah Lawrence College who

has had plays produced at the Black 
Box Festival every year since its incep- 
tion, gave the first draft to Curran last 
fall and she arranged a reading before a 
small audience. He believes the audi- 
ence response was important, but even 
more important was the conversation 
with Curran afterward. 

“I generally don’t like workshops,” 
he commented. “But Heather makes 
them special.” 

Daniel Damiano, who plays the 
groom in Lauinger’s play (he was last 
seen at the Gallery Players in “Bed- 
room Farce,” which opened the 2003- 
2004 season), is also the author a one- 
act, “The Dessert Cart,” which will be 
presented the third week of the festival. 

“It’s theater of the absurd, much like 
Pirandello or Ionesco,” he said. “A cou- 
ple is dining at a Euro-cafe. They are 
waiting for the dessert cart to arrive so 


they can try a special dessert — marble 
cheese cake. But things get more compli- 
cated. It’s metaphysical, crazy and fun.” 

Although they have just begun cast- 
ing, Damiano is very pleased with his di- 
rector, Joseph Rosswog. 

“He’s very smart. He has a real under- 
standing of the text. But he’s also com- 
pletely willing to question,” he said. 

Indeed, Curran said that she and 
Schicker have been trying to attract 
more experienced directors who know 
how to work with playwrights. ‘There 
are lots of directors in New York City,” 
she said. 

Schicker believes the direction the 
Black Box Festival has taken benefits 
not only the playwrights but also the 
audiences. 

“The audience is seeing better plays. 
They’ll be able to see that more work 
has gone into the plays,” he said.

sight in the Fort Hamilton High School JROTC office, according 
to Lt. Col. Lee Anderson, a retired Army Ranger who runs the 
program. Brochures from all branches of the military are dis- 
played in the office, where students come to socialize, do home- 
work and use the computers. Anderson says recruiters drop by 
often and help drive students to drill competitions. 

The close relationship existed before the war in Iraq, but An- 
derson says the war makes their jobs more difficult. 

“I know they are feeling the heat,” Anderson said, noting that 
more students are reluctant to join since the war started. 

“They’re having to work hard to get them,” he said. 

Petty Officer Edwin Saenz visits as often as three times a 
week. His uniform consists of dark-blue pants and a matching 
shirt and jacket. The only overt sign that he is working for the 
Navy is the silver eagle pinned to his collar. 

Saenz says he drops by the school to develop a rapport with 
students so, if and when they decide to enlist, they will feel com- 
fortable coming to him. 

“We spend a lot of time at high schools. We prefer people who 
are young and fresh out of high school,” said Saenz, who described 
the military’s target recruiting ages as 17 to 21. He says his presence 
shows students that the military isn’t all guns and marching.

‘This is a normal, regular job,” Saenz said. 

Both Saenz and Staff Sgt. Barrette E. Walker, an Army re- 
cruiter, say they have to answer a lot of questions about Iraq from 
potential recruits these days. But Walker says the conflict hasn’t 
slowed the number of new recruits at his office. 

“We have to answer that question more, but people are still 
joining the Army because of the benefits and what we have in the 
Army,” Walker said. 

Recruiters say money for college is a big selling point with high 
school seniors. Nicole Smith, a senior in the Tiger Battalion at Fort 
Hamilton High School, plans to join the Navy when she turns 18 to 
help pay for veterinary school. Her parents, concerned about her 
safety, won’t sign the papers that would allow her to enlist sooner. 

“They say they can take loans out for me but it’s kind of some- 
thing I want to do on my own,” Smith said. “I’d be paying back 
debts for 10 years after that.” 

She says she’d rather not end up in a war zone but realizes she 

“Automatically they think, ‘I join, I’m going to Iraq,”’ Saenz 
said, explaining that in the Navy, a new recruit could just as easi- 
ly end up in Hawaii or Japan. “My job as a recruiter is to find out 
what are their concerns and correct their misconceptions.” 

While joining ROTC in college could help Mahmoud Salem 
pay for medical school he worries the war could also interfere 
with his plans to become a doctor. 

After four years in college, for which the military would pick 
up the tab, he would graduate as an officer and owe his country 
four years of service. His recruiter tells him that if he is stationed 
in the United States he could attend medical school while serving 
his four years. If he were called to serve in a combat zone, how- 
ever, his education would be put on hold. 

“He keeps telling me I could be a doctor through the military,” 
said Salem, who believes he has a responsibility to serve his 
country. “That’s true, but so many things can go wrong.” 

Nancy Hoch, a member of Prospect Lefferts Voices for Peace 
and Justice, says the offer of money for school is hard for some 
students to resist. 

“We live in a neighborhood that is openly targeted by the mili- 
tary,” said Hoch. “Primarily because there are kids of color and a 
lot of them don’t feel like they have any other way to move up in 

She worries that the need for more soldiers in Iraq will in- 
crease the pressure on students to enlist. 

Anderson, who has seen dozens of recruiters come through his 
JROTC office, says the great majority of them are honest with 
the kids. Nevertheless, he advises all of his students not to sign 
any papers until he has a look at them. 

“I think it’s a viable choice for students,” Anderson said, de- 
fending the presence of recruiters in the school. “Students can be 
educated on what they have to offer and what they can’t offer or 
guarantee.” 

While Salem worries about how the military will affect his ca- 
reer, his family worries about his safety. His father, Ibrahim 
Salem, who brought the family to New York when Salem was 
just 6 months old, says he is proud of his son’s desire to serve his 
adopted country. 

“I always say America is the best country in the world,” 
Ibrahim Salem said. “For me, I’d love him to go, but his mother, 
she says, ‘No.’ She’s scared too much for the war.”
